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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 


Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority  : — 

Medical  Officer  of  Health  : — A  whole  time  officer  who  acts 
for  the  other  two  Rural  Districts  in  this  County. 

Sanitary  Inspectors Two  whole  time  Inspectors.  The  district 
is  divided  into  two  areas,  the  Western  and  the  Eastern.  One 
area  is  allotted  to  each  Inspector.  In  addition  to  normal  duties 
each  Inspector  collects  the  rents  from  all  Council  houses  in  his 
area. 

.  Laboratory  Facilities  : — 

Chemical  analyses  of  water,  etc.,  are  made  by  the  Public 
Analyst  at  Cambridge.  Specimens  for  bacteriological 
examination  are  sent  to  Dr.  W.  H.  Harvey,  Green  Street, 
Cambridge.  Samples  of  milk  for  the  bacterial  count  are  dealt 
with  at  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  University  of 
Cambridge. 

Ambulance  Facilities  : — 

The  Red  Cross  or  Police  Ambulances  at  Cambridge  are 
available  for  cases  of  accident  or  ordinary  illness.  The 
Ambulance  at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  is  used  for  the 
transport  of  cases  of  infectious  disease.  The  service  provided  is 
efficient.

Hospitals : — 

There  are  no  hospitals  situated  within  the  district.  Adden- 
brooke’s  Hospital,  Cambridge,  is  the  nearest  General  Hospital 
and  receives  nearly  all  cases  of  accident  and  ordinary  illness. 
The  Royston  Cottage  Hospital,  however,  admits  a  certain  propor¬ 
tion  of  cases  from  parishes  in  the  Western  area  that  are  near 
that  town. 

Isolation  Hospitals : — None  within  the  area.  Under  the 
existing  arrangements  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring 
hospital  treatment  are  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Alill  Road, 
Cambridge.  The  charges  are  £2  12s.  6d.  per  v.eek  for  each 
patient,  plus  is.  3d.  a  mile  for  the  use  of  the  ambulance  and 
5s.  for  the  attendance  of  a  nurse. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY  (Western  Area):- 

The  proposals  referred  to  in  my  report  for  1936  relating  to  the 
provision  of  a  piped  water  supply  for  the  parishes  of  Arrington,  Abington 
Pigotts,  Bassingbourn,  Croydon,  East  Hatley,  Gamlingay,  Guilden  Morden, 
Hatley  St.  George,  Kneesworth,  Litlington,  Little  Gransden,  Steeple 
Morden,  Shingay  and  Wendy,  have  been  proceeded  with. 

The  scheme  entails  the  construction  of  a  Pumping  Station  in  the  Parish 
of  Wendy  from  which  the  water  will  be  raised  to  a  service  reservoir  of 
250,000  gallons  capacity  situated  at  the  summit  of  Croydon  Hill.  This 
elevation  is  stated  to  be  sufficient  to  command  gravitational  service 
throughout  the  necessary  38  miles  of  distributing  mains.  It  is  also  pro¬ 
posed  to  supply  the  parish  of  Great  Gransden  in  the  County  of  Huntingdon, 
situated  in  the  area  of  the  St.  Neots  Rural  District  Council. 

At  Wendy  a  22  inch  boring  has  been  sunk  through  the  gault  to  the 
base  of  the  greensand.  The  greensand  was  reached  at  a  depth  of  150  feet 
from  the  surface,  the  thickness  of  the  overlying  gault  was  91  feet  6  inches. 
The  boring  is  lined  with  steel  tubes,  perforated  through  the  greensand. 
The  water  overflowed  at  the  surface,  and,  during  the  14  days  continuous 
test  pumping  at  the  rate  of  20,000  gallons  an  hour,  lowered  to  a  depth  of 
28  feet.  This  level  was  maintained. 

Upon  analysis  the  water  is  pronounced  to  be  of  the  highest  standard 
of  organic  and  bacterial  purity.  It  is,  however,  fairly  hard  in  character 
(permanent  4.0  parts,  temporary  21.0  parts,  total  25.0  parts  per  100,000). 
There  is  also  a  distinct  trace  of  iron.  At  the  moment  it  is  not  proposed  to 
put  in  a  filtration  plant  for  the  removal  of  the  iron,  but  arrangements  have 
been  made  so  that  a  plant  can  be  installed  at  a  later  date  if  it  is  found  to  be 
necessary. 

A  well  lined  with  cast  iron  sectional  cylinders  is  being  sunk  at  the  side 
of  the  boring.  An  adit  will  be  driven  from  the  base  of  the  well  to  the 
boring.  Vertical  spindle  centrifugal  pumps  of  15,000  gallons  per  hour 
capacity  are  to  be  suspended  in  the  well  and  driven  by  electric  motors 
contained  within  a  motor  house  superimposed  over  the  well.  The 
whole  plant  will  be  in  duplicate  and  arranged  for  either  hand  or  automatic 
operation. 

The  construction  of  the  ferro  concrete  service  reservoir  at  Croydon  is 
nearing  completion  and  I  gather  that  it  is  possible  that  the  scheme  may  be 
available  for  initial  operation  at  the  end  of  this  year. 

Great  and  Little  Chishill  Water  Supply  : — 

The  contract  for  the  erection  of  standpipes  and  laying  of  service 
connections  is  now  completed  The  supply  is  from  the  service  reservoir 
at  Great  Chishill  constructed  by  the  Saffron  Walden  R.D.C.  in  connection 
with  the  supply  serving  the  western  area  of  that  Rural  District. 

Arrington: — 

Certain  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  the  supply  obtained 
from  the  spring  in  Church  Lane.  This  source  provides  a  piped  supply 
for  about  14  houses,  including  the  School.  It  is  of  course  only  a  question 
of  time  before  the  supply  from  Wendy  becomes  available. 
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SavVston  Waterworks  :  — 

The  new  waterworks  (particulars  of  which  were  given  in  my  last 
report)  is  practically  completed.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  scheme  will  be 
in  operation  by  June,  1938. 

Linton  and  District  Waterworks  : — 

This  waterworks  supplies  13  parishes  in  the  Eastern  area  and  has  been 
in  operation  since  October  7th,  1936. 

When  the  Western  area  and  the  Sawston  water  supply  schemes  are 
functioning  the  total  number  of  parishes  in  the  district  having  a  piped 
water  supply  will  be  as  follows : —

The  Census  population  of  the  parishes  thus  supplied  is : — 

Western  area,  5503.  Eastern  area,  6827. 

So  far  as  the  other  16  parishes  in  the  Western  portion  of  the  district 
are  concerned,  I  would  direct  attention  to  the  needs  of  Melbourn,  Meldrethj 
and  Orwell.  Melbourn  has  a  population  of  1284  persons  and  only  one 
public  well.  Water,  however,  is  fairly  easily  obtained  from  shallow  wells 
in  the  chalk  obviously  open  to  pollution.  Meldreth  has  several  artesian 
wells,  but  shallow  wells  in  the  chalk  are  also  used.  At  Orwell  there  are 
two  public  pumps  and  numerous  shallow  wells  in  the  chalk.  These  three 
parishes  could  be  supplied  by  an  extension  of  the  Bassingbourn  scheme. 
It  w^ould  appear,  however,  that  the  capacity  of  this  scheme  having  regard 
to  the  quantity  of  water  available  from  the  boring  at  Wendy,  is  insufficient 
to  permit  of  any  further  extension  except  to  these  three  parishes  together 
with  Whaddon,  which  is  near  Meldreth.  Among  other  parishes  Fowlmere 
(population  452)  has  one  public  pump,  and  Thriplow  (population  379)  no 
public  supply  at  all.  Great  Eversden  (population  180),  Little  Ever.- den 
(population  155),  Kingston  (population  155),  and  Heydon  (population  158), 
are  not  too  well  off  for  public  supplies.  The  question  of  Lleydon  and  its 
exclusion  from  the  piped  supply  to  the  contiguous  village  of  Great  Chishill 
is  referred  to  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1934.  The  supplies  in  the  parishes 
of  Barrington  (population  440),  Foxton  (population  469),  Shepreth  (popula¬ 
tion  405),  Tadlow  (population  98),  and  Wimpole  (population  218),  are 
reasonably  adequate.  Longstowe  (population  245)  has  a  partial  piped  supply 
from  the  East  Hunts.  Water  Company. 

In  the  Eastern  area  the  Linton  Water  supply  scheme  was  originally 
intended  to  be  a  comprehensive  one  capable  of  supplying  the  20  parishes 
that  formed  the  area  of  the  late  Linton  Rural  District  Council.  From  time 
to  time,  however,  various  amendments  were  made  to  the  scheme  with  the 
ultimate  result  that  Sawston  now  has  its  own  waterworks  and  no  provision 
has  been  made  for  the  Cam  valley  parishes  of  Duxford  (population  740), 
Ickleton  (population  (571),  Hinxton  (population  319),  Whittlesford  (popu¬ 
lation  1073),  Babraham  (population  200),  and  Pampisford  (population  237). 
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The  situation  in  these  villages  is  exactly  the  same  as  at  the  time  of  the 
Public  Inquiry  into  the  matter  in  October  1933.  With  the  possible  excep¬ 
tion  of  Pampisford,  where  there  are  live  public  wells,  the  available  public 
sources  of  water  supply  in  all  these  villages  are  inadequate.  The  direct 
consequence  is,  that  in  order  to  avoid  the  exertion  involved  in  carrying 
water  long  distances,  use  is  made  of  shallow  wells  subject  to  pollution. 

Neither  in  the  Western  or  Eastern  area  has  any  outbreak  of  water-borne 
disease  occurred  in  recent  years.  The  fact  that  this  has  not  happened  in 
the  immediate  past  does  not  exclude  the  possibility  of  such  an  occurrence 
in  the  future,  and  I  do  not  feel  justified  in  passing  the  matter  over  without 
comment. 

General  observations  : — 

(a)  The  Bassingbourn  scheme  could  be  extended  to  supply  Melbourn, 
Meldreth,  Orwell  and  Whaddon. 

(b)  The  size  of  the  distributing  mains  in  the  Linton  scheme  through 
Hildersham  and  Abington  is  insufficient  to  convey  the  necessary 
water  for  any  extension  except  to  the  parish  of  Babraham. 

(c)  The  scheme  for  Sawston  is  designed  to  include  Pampisford  and 
could  also  supply  Whittlesford,  but  is  of  insufficient  capacity  for 
any  extension  beyond  this. 

(d)  It  would  seem  likely,  therefore,  that  if  any  further  developments 
are  contemplated  a  third  scheme  would  be  necessary  to  supply  the 
parishes  in  the  Cam  valley  and  those  lying  between  the  Cam  and 
the  Rhee. 

The  following  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  for  Analysis.  It  will 
be  noticed  that  out  of  a  total  of  50  samples  29  were  found  to  be  fit  for 
drinking  purposes,  9  of  second  or  poor  quality  or  temporarily  safe  and

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


In  a  scattered  rural  area  the  question  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
is  not  likely  to  become  an  urgent  problem  except  in  parishes  of  some  size 
possessing  a  piped  water  supply.  In  any  event  a  piped  water  supply  is 
required  before  schemes  of  sewerage  can  be  contemplated.  This  question 
has  been  considered  by  the  Council  who  envisage  the  desirability  of 
schemes  of  sewerage  for  the  parishes  of  Linton,  Sawston  and  Gamlingay. 
A  partial  scheme  has  been  in  operation  at  Sawston  for  some  considerable 
time. 

The  work  done  during  the  year  has  been  mainly  in  connection  with 
matters  of  ordinary  routine  such  as  improvements  to  existing  drains,  the 
provision  of  drains  for  new  houses,  the  filling  in  of  an  open  ditch  by  the 
roadside  at  Guilden  Morden,  the  usual  flushing  and  cleansing  of  the 
sewers  at  Sawston  and  the  cleaning  out  of  the  ditch  at  Vicarage 
Lane,  Whittlesford.  This  ditch  receives  the  outfall  of  the  village  drains. 
At  Linton  notices  were  served  on  a  number  of  the  occupiers  at  Greenhill 
and  High  Street  to  abate  nuisances  caused  by  emptying  domestic  waste 
water  into  the  street  drains.  Little,  however,  can  be  done  to  remedy 
matters  in  this  village  except  by  means  of  a  proper  sewerage  scheme. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


A  certain  amount  of  pollution  of  the  ditches,  streams  and  rivers, 
occurs  in  most  parishes.  It  is  not,  however,  sufficiently  extensive  to  be 
regarded  as  a  serious  matter.  A  complaint  from  a  parish  in  a  neighbouring 
Rural  District  alleging  pollution  of  the  river  Cam  by  factory  waste  discharged 
into  the  river  at  Sawston  was  investigated.  Samples  of  river  water  were 
examined.  The  results  obtained,  however,  were  of  a  negative  nature  and 
it  did  not  appear  that  any  further  action  was  necessary. 

At  Linton  the  river  Granta  receives  pollution  from  sewage.  This 
matter  has  been  referred  to  in  other  reports  and  there  appears  to  be  only 
one  possible  remedy,  viz.,  the  provision  of  a  sewerage  scheme.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING:— 

Local  collections  of  house  refuse  are  made  periodically  at  Abington 
Pigotts,  Bassingbourn,  Gamlingay,  Great  Chishill,  Litlington,  Melbourn, 
Linton  and  Sawston,  the  refuse  being  disposed  of  in  dumps  which  are 
generally  chalk  or  gravel  pits.  In  a  rural  district,  where  many  of  the 
parishes  are  of  small  size  and  widely  separated,  ordinary  house  refuse  can 
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often  be  burnt  or  disposed  of  on  gardens  or  allotments.  The  consumption 
of  tinned  foodstuffs,  however,  is  increasing  and  the  sanitary  and  tidy  disposal 
of  indestructible  containers  presents  a  problem  of  a  different  nature.  The 
present  system  entails  the  use  of  more  dumps  than  are  actually  required 
and  few  of  them  comply  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  the 
memorandum  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  relating  to  such  matters. 

In  November  I  was  asked  to  report  on  the  question  and  I  made  the 
suggestion  that  in  order  to  limit  the  number  of  dumps  and  establish 
uniform  control  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  District  Council  to  undertake 
the  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse  throughout  the  area, 
dividing  the  district  into  five  scavenging  areas,  one  dump  being  provided 
for  each  area.  The  work  could  be  done  by  contract,  or,  alternatively,  by 
the  District  Council’s  own  vehicles  and  staff.  In  one  other  Rural  District 
in  this  County  the  first  method  has  been  tried  and  found  to  work  very 
well.  In  the  meantime  the  whole  question  has  been  referred  to  the 
different  parish  Councils  for  their  observations.

The  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Western  Area  reports  that  he  has  paid 
276  visits  to  cowsheds  and  dairies  but  that,  owing  to  other  calls  upon  his 
time,  only  a  small  proportion  of  these  visits  were  made  while  milking 
was  actually  in  progress.  He  also  states  that  90  Notices  have  been  served 
relating  to  such  matters  as  want  of  cleanliness,  structural  defects,  etc., 
and  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  majority  of  these  Notices  had 
been  complied  with. 


In  the  Eastern  Area  the  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  structural 
improvements  have  been  made  to  eight  Cowsheds  and  that  i8  notices  were 
served  and  complied  with.  In  addition  the  water  supply  is  now  taken 
from  the  public  mains  in  14  cases. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936 : — 

In  the  Western  part  of  the  district  there  are  19  producers  who  hold 
licences  issued  by  the  County  Council  entitling  them  to  use  the  designation 
of  Accredited  Milk  and  one  who  holds  a  licence  for  the  production 
of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

In  the  Eastern  Area  there  are  18  producers  of  Accredited  milk  and 
one  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

Samples  of  milk  that  are  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent 
to  the  Laboratory  at  the  School  of  Agriculture,  University  of  Cambridge. 
The  charge  for  examination  and  report  is  3/-. 

Seventeen  samples  have  been  examined  (9  from  the  Western  Area  and 
8  from  the  Eastern).  The  bacteriological  results  are  set  out  in  the

Producers  are  advised  of  the  results  of  the  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tions.  Where,  however,  these  are  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  further 
investigation  is  made  in  order  to  discover,  and,  if  possible,  correct  the 
cause  thereof.  It  will  be  noted  that  only  nine  of  the  seventeen  samples 
examined  attained  the  standard  required  of  Accredited  milk,  so  that  there 
is  room  for  improvement.  There  is  now  a  growing  consensus  of  opinion 
that  in  order  to  produce  milk  comparatively  free  from  pathogenic 
organisms  efficient  pasteurisation  combined  with  meticulous  cleanliness  in 
every  stage  of  production  is  required.

NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Information  regarding  these  diseases  is  necessarily  more  limited  than 
in  the  case  of  the  notifiable  diseases.  Influenza  has,  however,  been  fairly 
prevalent,  particularly  during  the  first  few  months  of  the  year  and  the 
mortality  from  this  cause  is  slightly  in  excess  of  that  for  the  previous  year. 

Notifications  were  received  from  the  Head  Teachers  of  schools  relating 
to  492  children  excluded  either  on  account  of  illness  or  infection  in  the 
home.  The  majority  were  due  to  outbreaks  of  mumps,  chicken  pox, 
measles  and  whooping  cough.
